Abolishment of Slavery in Denmark. 


—The Journal of Commerce says:— 
Letters received here by the Caledonia 
from unquestionable sources, announce 
that on ihe 28ih day of July lasl, lhe 
King of Denmark issued a decree decla- 
ring lhai all persons who should ihere- 
afier be born in his dominions should be 
born free, and lhai all persons in servi- 
tude in his dominions on lhe 28ih of 
July lasl, and remaining so on lhe 28th 
of July, 1859, shall then be absolutely 
free, without compensation lo the own- 
ers. 


In the negotiation with the colonists 


which preceded the issuing of this de- 
cree, he offered ihem the alternative of 
three years with a compensation of $(50 
per head for each slave, or twelve years 
without any compensation, and 
they 


chose the latler. 


Denmark has ihree small islands in 


lhe WTesl Indies, viz: St. Croix, Si. 
Thomas, and St. John's. 
St. Croix con- 


tains about t10,000 slaves, St. Thomas 
and St. John's perhaps 5,000 more.

importance of the Military Academy al 
Wesl Point, lhat ihe propriety of sustain-

Yet little is known, it would seem from 
several inquiries lhat have recenily been 
propounded lo us, of its organization 
and course of discipline and instruction, 
though founded, after ihe urgent recom- 
mendation of Washington, under the 
Adminisiralion of his immediate succes- 
sor, and regularly sustained by ihe Gov- 
ernment during all ihe fluctuations of 
poliiics ever since. 


Ii is not, as some have supposed, mere- 


ly a college supported at public expense, 
from which a student can withdraw, as 
from ordinary seminaries, at will; bui 
a miliinry posl to which warrant officers 
ure ordered al the discreiion of ihe Pres- 
ident, lo receive practical and scientific 
military instruc'.ion. 
A Cadet is a war- 


rant officer of ihe army, holding a rank
